I am pleased to enclose a brochure entitled A Guide to the Research and Evaluation Program 
of the Royal Commission on New Reproductive Technologies. This overview is intended to 
encourage a wider understanding of the Commission’s research work and priorities. 


I would like to take this opportunity to inform you-that the federal government has extended the 
mandate of the Commission for an additional year beyond October 1991. The Commission 
requested the extension to its mandate because the complexity of the issues it is examining 
requires an extensive program of comprehensive and rigorous research. 


There are also a number of areas in which further consultations are required in order for the 
Commission’s final report to accurately reflect the values and beliefs of Canadians. In the 
additional year that has been given to the Commission to consider the difficult questions posed 
by new reproductive technologies, we will continue to seek the views and opinions of people 
from all sectors of Canadian society. 


While the Commission would like to receive information as soon as possible, all material 
received up until April 30, 1992 will be included in its deliberations. Those who have already 
made submissions to the Commission now have the opportunity to send additional information.
